Hysterical Buying Will 
Be Controlled By Ration, 
Business Forum ls Told 


Frank Emery Cox. of the distrib- 
utive education section of the state | 
Department of Education, told his | 
audience at the fourth in the series | 
of Business Forum meetings at the 
high school Thursday night that | 
there is no immediate shortage of !

Mr. Cox said that hysterical buy- 
ing has created a situation in which 
it appears likely that a rationing 
plan will be adopted to avoid an 
artificial shortage which the ap- 
parent hoarding threatens to cre- 
ate. 

The Thursday night meeting was 
the fourth in the Business Forum 
series. which is brought to the 
county through the co-operation of 
the high school with the state de- | 
partment.

SOIL CONSERVATION MEASURES 


DEFEAT VIOLENT 


STORM 


Rain Fell With Intensity Of 6 Inches Per 
Hour, But Little Damage Resulted To Farm 
Lands Within District, Chairman Notes 


“Soils protected by conservation 
measures incurred little damage 
during the recent severe storm.” ac- 
cording to Roy Marks, President of 
the Central El] Dorado Soil Conser- 
vation District. : 

“In spite of the downpour of ap- 
proximately three inches of rain in 
a period of four hours during the 
early morning of January 27, which 
reached intensities as high as six 
inches per hour for a brief period. 
there was little damage to aegrciul- 


, tural lands within the district." Mr. 
| Marks said. 


Altogether about eleven inches of 
rain fell during the six-day storm 
culminating in the heavy downpou 
of the twenty seventh which flooded 
some streets and business buildings 
in Placerville, 

Lack of damage to agricultural 
lands considering the severeness ot 
the storm is greatly attributed to the 
program Of proper land use which 
was Started several years ago by the 
Soil Conservation Service. This pro- 
gram is now being continued by the 
Soil Conservation District which 
Was established in 1940, 

er very pratifying to be able 
'o hold our soils in the face of such 
devastating rainfall especially in

view of the present emphasis on 
maintaining und increasing our ag- 
ricultural production. A real contri- 
bution in conserving agricultural re- 
sources has been made." Marks de- 
clared. 

Practically all of the orchards in 
the soil conservation district are 
protected from erosion by either an- 
nually planted or permanent cover 
crops. On a few farms where control 
measures, especially the use of these 
cover crops, have not been used ser- 
ious erosion damage is evident. In 
one pear orchard gullies 18 inches 
aqeep were gouged out of the bars 
soll by the storm. while across the 
road a neighborhood orchard show's 
no damage, the soils having been 
held in place by the oat and vetch 
cover crop which was planted last 
fall : 

“It is very apparent.” concluded 
Marks.” that if we are to keep our 
soils in the felds and keep up our 
agricultural production in order to 
defeat the Japs we must copy old 
Mother Nature and have all of our 
orchards, grain fields. and pastures 
under a good heavy carpet of grass 
during the rainy season. Who knows, 
we may get another storm just as 
bad next week or next vear.”

Greatest Number Of 186,000 
Registered In Coast States 
Reside In California 


WASHINGTON. ‘I})—The justice 
department. in a move to prevent 
esplonage and fifth coumn activity 
similar to that preceding Pear] 
Harbor, today set in motion a plan 
to remove the 186,000 enemy aliens 
residing in vital defense areas in 
eight far western states 

Attorney General Prancis Biddle 
has ordered Japanese. German and 
Italian aliens out of two areas in 
San Francisco and Los Angeles by 
Feb. 24. Today he was to designate 


27 additional areas from which they | 


will be evicted by Feb. 15, and with- 
in few days will apply the re- 
strictions to several 
the west. 

Chairman Martin Dies. Di. Pex: 
of the house committee on unamer- 
ican activities. who in a house 
speech two days ago predicted a 
“tragedy on the west coast that will 
make Pearl Harbor sing into insig- 
nificance,” endorsed the justice de- 
partment’s action. He added. how- 
ever, that some means must be de- 
vised for dealing with naturalized 
Germans and Italians who have 
been in Nazi and Fascist ac- 
tivities on the Pacific coast.

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Jesus Calls Four Disciples 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


ee - 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 


(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
Feb. 1 is Matt. 4:18-22: Mark 
1:16-20; Luke 5:1-11, the Golden 
Text being Mark 1:17, “Come ye 
after Me, and I will make you to 
become fishers of men.’’) 


THERE ARE two distinct ac- 
counts of the calling of four dis- 
ciples by Jesus, which is the story 
of today’s lesson. St. Matthew 
tells us that Jesus, walking by 
the Sea of Galilee, saw two broth- 
ers, Simon, called Peter, and An- 
drew, casting their net into the 
sea, for they were fishers. 

“And He said unto them, Fol- 
low Me, and I will make you fish- 
ers of men. And they straight- 
way left their nets and followed 
Him.” 

Going en from that place, Jesus 
saw James, son of Zebedee, and 
his brother, John, with their fa- 
ther in their boat; and He called 
them, and they immediately left 
their father and the boat and fol- 
lowed Him. St. Mark tells the 
Stury approximately the same 
way, but St. Luke relates that 
Jesus “stood by the lake of Gen- 
mesaret, and saw two ships stand- 
ing by the lake: but the fishermen 
were gone out of them, and were 
washing their nets. And He en- 
tered into one of the ships, which 
was Simon’s, and prayed him that 
he would thrust out a little from 
the land. And He sat down, and 
taught the people out of the ship.” 


When Jesus stopped speaking 
to the people, he told Simon to 
launch out into deep water and 
let down the nets. Simon de- 
murrgd, saying, “Master, we have 
toiled all night, and have taken 
nothing: Nevertheless, at Thy 
word J will let down the net.” 


Jesus Man of Authority 


We are apt to think of Jesus as 
& gentle man, because He was so 
full of love and sympathy, but He 
must have also been a man of 
great authority, because when 
He issued an order, albeit in quiet 
tones, He always was obeyed. So 
Simon let the net down into the 
deep water, although it was cus- 
tomary to fish in shallow, and 
also although he and his partners 
must have been very weary be- 
Cause they had been fishing all 
through the night. 


net was so full of fish that it 
broke, and they beckoned to their 


partners who were in another, 


ship, to come and help them. Both 
ships were filled with fish, so that 
they began to sink. Simon Peter 
was SO Overcome that he fell on 
his knees before the Savior, and 
said, ‘Depart from me; for I am 
a@ sinful man, O Lord.” 

Simon realized that this was no 
common man, but the Lord, anda 
sense of his own unworthiness 
Overcame him. Jesus answered 
him, ‘Fear not; from henceforth 
thou shalt catch men.” The other 
three men also were amazed at 
the great catch of fish, and when 
the ships were landed (for they 
did not sink, it seems) all four of 
the younger men followed Him. 

Students of the scriptures think 
that these four, Simon Peter, his 
brother Andrew, James and John, 
had been with Jesus soon after 
His temptation in the wilderness; 
that they had left Him or been 
sent back to their homes to re 
sume their occupation of fishing, 
so that when He came and caliid 
them they were ready to follow 
Him and give their lives to Hig 
work of saving souls. 

These four were the first of 
Jesus’ disciples, and you know 
that eventually He added eight 
more, so He had 12 special friends 
who shared His labors ind when 
He was crucified and ca:ried up to 
heaven, to carry on His work and 
found the church. Twelve were 
appointed, alluding probably to 
the 12 tribes of Israel. 

At this time Jesus was well 
known throughout the Holy Land, 
and was much talked about. Also 
He had already incurred the re- 
sentment of the priests and lead- 
ers of the established church, who 
were determined that this new ree 
ligion should not gain a foothold 
and take away their privileges 
and authority. Jesus had needj 
therefore, of ftiends about Him, 
not only to fight the good fight 
with Him but to talk with Him, 
and by their sympathy and under. 
standing, ‘to help Him. 

It is a wonderful thing to be 
God’s helpers. Each one of us 
has our own work to do, although 
we never had the glorious. priv- 
ilege of being in personal contact 
with Jesus. If we do our part 
faithfully, we too can feel we 
are co-workers with Him, even as 
were these men whom He pers 
sonally called while on earth. 
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(I John 4: 16).
